S the Princely care and continuall watch, which 


wee haue ouer the good of Our louing Subietts, may in part ap- 
peare, by the tourſe which wee haue taken, foꝛ a reuiew and confi 
deration of many of our Statute Lawes : wherein wee were de- 

ſirous, that in ſtead of the multiplititie ofthe ſame, and doubtfulnes 
7|| that may arile in the interpꝛetation of them, (whereok ſome are 


times; and of _ — bꝛanches onely nanding in foꝛte, and the reſt repealed) ſome ſuch 


new Lawes may be made, as ſhall be moſt neceſſary foꝛ the good of Us, and our people, and 
the ſane moꝛe cleare and plaine to their vnderuanding wyom it may concerne, tyen tyey haue 


bene oꝛ are in ſome caſes; Foz the better pꝛeparation wherof (being a wozke of ſo great labour) 
We haue already tauſed our Pꝛiuie Councel, to make choice ofſome diſcreet perſons learned in 
the Law, not onely to make collections of them as they ſtand now in foꝛce, but to digeſt them 
into ſome ſuch oꝛderly Method (imparting the lame alſo to our learned Countell) as Our 
Judges may peruſe their labours, befoze they bee pꝛeſented to the Parliament, where Our 
meaning is, to lcaue them to ſuch conſideration and reſolution, as may pꝛodute the beſt effects 
fo: the publique good, which is the only ſcope 07 Our intention: Do although Wee know that 
by the co:12ituiton of che frame r politie of this kingdome, Royall Pꝛotlamations and Oꝛdi⸗ 
nantes are not of equal force, noꝛ in the like degrees With our Lawes, Pet hauing made ſome 
obſeruation, That the number of Pꝛoclamations is great, both of foꝛmer times, and of 
Our owne. and that in diuers ok them conteyning manp politique and neceſſary Commann- 
dements and Admonitions, (publiſhed at ſeuerall times, accoꝛding to the varietie of acct- 

dents, and tending onely to the good of Our people) there are ſome remayning, where⸗ 
in Our directions were intended to bee but Tempozary , ſome others ſet foozth ſo neere⸗ 
ly one vpon another, (though to one and the ſameende) ſome others that are not ſo cleere- 
ly penned to the capacttie of the vn'gar fozt, but doe, either tarry ſome ſhewe of Ambiguitie 
62 contradiction , 02 may at leaſt ſerue foꝛ a colour to the ill diſpoſed, to neglect the ſame, 
and may giue occaſion to ſome others well affected, to omit the perfozmance, onely by mil- 
vnderſtanding of Our royall pleaſure therein. And where Wee haue allo Helde it an of- 
fice appertayning to Us, and as a power vnſeparably annered to our Crowne and Royall 
Authoꝛitie, and ſuch as our Pꝛogenitoꝛs, in the happteſt times haue vſed and exerciſed, to ap- 
ply ſpeedie, pꝛoper,. and tonuenient remedies (out ot our Royall power) in all caſes of ſodaine 
and ertrao:dinary accidents, and in matters ſo variable and irregular in their nature, as are 
not pꝛouided foꝛ by Law, noꝛ can fitly fall vnder the certaine rule of a Law; and pet may 
greatly impoꝛt either the pꝛeſeruation and good of Us and our people, oꝛ the publique honour 


and oꝛnament of Our Kinadome : Foꝛaſmuch as voee haue atſd vene giutu to vnoeritand, 
that there is obleruation made, of ſome moze generallneglect in obeying Our P2oclamati- 


ons, then is fit to be tolerated, We haue like wiſe held it fit, not only to giue oꝛder, foꝛ a reuiew 
of ſuch Pꝛotlamations as are paſſed foꝛmerly, but by the deliberate aduice of Our Pxute 
Conncell,and foꝛ the reaſons that are befoze mentioned, to determine luch or them, as are not 
now thought neceſſarp,and conuentent foꝛ the publicke weale, and to alter and refoꝛme others, 
where Wee found cauſe, Hereby requiring and commanding all our louing Subiects, moze 
duely and readily hereafter to apply their obedience tothe reſt, which Wee doe leaue now in 
foꝛce, oꝛ (hall hercafter ſet foozth, accozding to the moſt neceſſary and (mpoztant occaſions of 
this Eſtate. 
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5 was ſet foozth 
touching the pꝛites of Uictuals within the Uerge; And the like Pzoclamation was ſet foozth 
the tenth of July in the ſecond yere ofourRaigne ; And that we are ginen to vnderſtand, that 
ſuch abuſes may be foꝛ the moſt part refozmed, and the Offenders puniſhed by the Law; 
Wee doe declare both the ſaide Pꝛotlamations to be determined, 

And Whereas a Pꝛoclamation was ſet foozth, bearing date the eleuenth day of Januarie 
in the firſt yeere of Our Reigne,concerningthe choile of Knights and Burgeſſes of the Par- 
llament, wherein were contained diners politique and neceſſary directions and admonittons, 
fo: caution and reſpect to be vled in the ſaid Elections; Foꝛalmuch as it did referre pꝛoperly to 
the ſummons of the Parliament now paſt long ſince; Wee doe by thele pꝛeſents declare the 
ſaid Pꝛotlamation to be determmed. 

And wheras a Pꝛoclamation was ſet foꝛth by Us, bearing date the eighteenth day of June 
in the ſecond yecre of our Reigne, foꝛ the true winding and folding of woolles Fozaſmuch as 
the abuſes (therein mentioned) are partly holpen bythe Law, as it now ſtandeth, and if any 
thing be defectine, it is moꝛe fit foꝛ aremedie by Acte of Parliament; we doe by thele pzeſents 
determine the ſame. | 

And Whereas there hath bin ſet fozth by vs (taking light from the example of our deare 
Silter Elizabeth,) foure ſeuerall Pꝛotlamations touching buildings and Inmates in and a- 
bout the Citie of London, greatly impoꝛting not onely the health, good eſtate, ſafetie, and 
beautie of the ſaid Citie, but like wile by an infallible conſequence, the vninerſall weale and pꝛe⸗ 
ſeruation of our Perſon, Court, and Kingdome : Wee haue thought fit foz the better exetu⸗ 
tion of the good therby intended, to dꝛaw all the ſaid Pꝛoclamations into one bꝛiefe and cleare 

foꝛme, which our Paincely Reſolution is to haue hereafter ſtraitly obſerued, although wee 
could wiſh that ſome things in that behalfe might be further conſidered by our Parliament, 
ſceing the matter hath beeneſo often moued,andneuer effected. And whereas we haue allo 
ſct foozth diners P2oclamations foꝛbidding the making of Starch, wherein there may ſeeme 
tobe ſome ambiguitie ; We haue thought fit to determine all the ſaide Pꝛoclamations in that 
behalfe , minding to publiſh one other foꝛ the repzeſſingof ſo great an enoꝛmitie. 

We haue allo taken into our Pꝛincely tonſideration, the neceſſity ot taking ſome politique oꝛ⸗ 
der againſt exteſſe of Apparel, foꝛ the inlarging the vent of Cloth, foꝛ furniſhing ofthe Realme 
with leruiceable Armour, foꝛ ſtay of tranſpoꝛting of Our Treaſure into foꝛraine parts, a- 
gainſt ſelling of Ships, and foꝛ reſtraint and pꝛeuentibn of Depzedations at Sea; Some of 
which points are not at this time pꝛouided foꝛ, neither by Law noꝛ Pzoclamation, and ſome 
other are not ſo ſufficiently and ſeuerely pꝛouided foz, as the greatneſſe of the milchiefe requi⸗ 
reth. But becauſe we are willing to make triall, whether the remedies foꝛ theſe great enoz 
mities may not be reduced vnder ſome regular foꝛme of Law, Wee haue fozbozne foꝛ the pꝛe⸗ 
ſent to giue oꝛder in them by way of Pꝛotlamation.
